Follow New Procedure to Contact Security 


Instead of being available in the security office 
during fixed office hours, as in the past, Lynn 
Meyrick, Security Manager, is now available on 
call. (Lynn and the Security Committee decided 
that this change in procedure, which minimizes 
Lynn’s work indoors, will maximize his work out- 
doors.) When you need to speak with Lynn, ei- 
ther call him to schedule a meeting or stop by the 
office if you see that he is in. Call Lynn at either

2758, his cell phone. 
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Remember That Dues Are Due 


Bill Barrons, Administrator, reminds that dues, 
which are billed in arrears, are due by the end of 
the month in which you receive a statement and 
are delinquent thereafter. For example, a statement 
dated January 1, 2006, which is for dues during Oc- 
tober, November, and December, is due by January 
31 and is delinquent thereafter. 


Warning: Either Observe the Speed Limit or Pay an 
Assessment 


The posted speed limit on the roads of Surf Pines is 
25 miles per hour. Deputy sheriffs use radar to 
check speed. If drivers exceed the posted speed 
limit, then assessments may be levied against the 
drivers. 


Seven drivers have been assessed recently for 
speeding on the roads of Surf Pines. Assess- 
ments are based on the schedule of fees currently in 
use by Oregon courts: 


MPH in Excess of Posted Speed Assessment 
1-10 $94. 
11-20 $141 
21-30 $237 
Over 30 $421 


Show this schedule of fees to all of the drivers in 


your family—and tell them who will pay any as- 
sessments.

Landscape the Right Way on the Right-of-Way 


Before you take in hand either shovel or saw to 

landscape the association’s right-of-way between 
your property and the roads of Surf Pines, under- 
stand the policy on landscaping the right-of-way. 


This part of the policy on installing landscaping is 
effective as of December 15, 2003: 


¢ Trees and other installed plants and materials 
are not to diminish the existing views of other 
members. 


¢ Trees and other installed plants and materials 
are not to obstruct the vision of drivers. 


e Trees, berms, rocks, fences, and other in- 
stalled plants and materials that might damage a 
vehicle if struck by it are not to be placed within 
five feet of the pavement. 


This part of the policy on removing landscaping is 
effective as of December 20, 2005: 


Before either removing or altering the height of 
trees that are 6 inches in diameter or larger, ap- 
proval is to be obtained from the Roads and 
Grounds Committee. 
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The purpose of the whole policy is to keep the 
roads of Surf Pines safe and the roadsides attrac- 
tively landscaped.

“It Can’t Happen Here!”—But It Did ee

A tsunami on our beach? That’s right. On Good Friday, March 27, 1964, an 8.4 earthquake with its epi- 
center in northern Prince William Sound near Anchorage, Alaska, struck at 5:36 p.m. Approximately 4 
hours and 2000 miles later, waves from the subsequent tsunami struck our beach. 


Although damage here was slight, the bridge over Ecola Creek to downtown Cannon Beach was de- 
stroyed and pushed 200 yards up the creek by the tsunami. Further south, in Crescent City, California, 
destruction was extensive. There the tsunami damaged over 56 blocks of the city. And, according to 
varying reports, from 9 to 11 people died in the city. 


We must be prepared for the 9.0 earthquake and the subsequent tsunami that are predicted for the Cas- 
cadia Subduction Zone, an area prone to earthquakes that is located just off the Oregon and Washing- 
ton coastlines. 


The association’s preparation for a tsunami includes posting signs that warn residents and guests when 
they enter the tsunami hazard zone in Surf Pines; publishing in the Breeze, in the Owners’ Information 
Guide, and even on the quarterly list of visitor gate codes instructions for responding to a tsunami 
warning or watch; and providing at a special price special radio receivers that alert residents to a tsu- 
nami warning or watch. 


An extra step of preparation recently taken by the association is creating a telephone tree to alert resi- 
dents who live on Ocean Drive, the low road, of a tsunami warning or watch. Residents of 18 house- 
holds on the high roads of Surf Pines form the trunk of this telephone tree. They have committed them- 
selves to call from 4 to 8 households on the low road when a tsunami warning or watch is issued for our 
beach. The telephone tree will be tested approximately every 6 months with telephone calls to the 
households on Ocean Drive.

On Patrol

One of the duties of the security manager, Lynn Meyrick, 


is to patrol the seven miles of roads in Surf Pines. Each 
work day, Lynn’s schedule includes three patrols.

During these patrols, Lynn is responsible for these tasks: 


¢ Identifying persons who lack valid reasons for being on the roads of Surf Pines and escorting them 
to the gates 


¢ Noting anything unusual around homes, especially unoccupied homes, such as unfamiliar vehicles 
parked there, doors open, windows broken, and mail uncollected and then notifying the owners (if they 
have current emergency contact information on file) 


¢ Identifying dogs running loose and notifying their owners 

¢ Reporting malfunctioning streetlights 

¢ Removing fallen trees from the roads 

e Removing loose gravel from the roads 

¢ Repairing and replacing damaged and missing signs and reflectors 

¢ Requesting that vehicles parked on the pavement be moved off the roads 
¢ Removing litter from the roads and roadsides 


You can help Lynn keep Surf Pines secure and clean by reporting to him at 738-0637 any of these tasks 
that require his attention. 


Help Your Visitors through the Gates with Sentex and Your Telephone bed 


When you have visitors, you can help them through the gates by providing them with the current 
monthly visitor gate code that you receive with your quarterly statement and this newsletter. But 
what if the visitors arrive at the gates without the code? Or what if they arrive unexpectedly? 


In these cases, you can help your visitors through the gates by using the Sentex unit where the key 
pad is located and your telephone (but not your cell phone). Here is the 3-step procedure: 


1. The visitor drives up to an entry gate, stops at the Sentex unit where the key pad is located, and 
follows instructions on the screen to find your name, which is accompanied by a special number. 


2. The visitor enters the special number on the key pad, thereby connecting through the Sentex 
telephone (not a cell phone) to your telephone (not your cell phone). 


3. You answer your telephone and, after identifying the visitor as a person whom you either want 
to admit or do not want to admit, you either press 9 on your telephone to open the gate or hang up 
to leave the gate closed. 


Note that the telephone call is short. After you answer the call, you have only 90 seconds in which 
to press 9 before the connection is broken and the visitor has to start over at step 2. (You might 
want to practice this procedure, perhaps with a member of your family at an entry gate while you 
are at your telephone.) To protect your privacy, your name is not listed in the system directory at 
the gate unless you request that it be listed. If your name is not currently in the directory at the 
gate and you want it to be listed, then contact Lynn Meyrick, Security Manager, at 738-0637.
